Locator Service since

Catherine Wilkinson, director of 
the 
Rush 
County 
Welfare 
Department stated that as of June 
I. fifty Rush County mothers have 
filed for ADC (Aid to Dependent 
Children I, making a grand tout of 
lf? 
Rush 
County 
residents, 
mothers and children receiving 
ADC. This assistance from the 


Welfare Department is paid to 
those families where the father is 
absent because of death, divorce 
or in the case of the parents who 
never married 
It has been reported that of the 
3.900 miming parents located, 
more than 3.100 of them were 
found living in Indiana Many of 
the remaining 830 miming parents 
were located in various states 
including 
California. 
Honda. 
Alabama, and Illinois, 
Mrs Wilkinson said that as of 
July I. $173 will be the maximum 
that will be paid to a mother and 
child who are receiving ADC* 
under the Title IV D Program An 
additional $30 
will 
be 
paid, 
however, for each additional child 


One of the requirements before 
a mother and her children will 
receive assistance states that the 
appl lea rn must sign an assign 
men! of support 
statli* that 
should the father begin making 


support payments, the money will 
be paid directly to the State 
Welfare Department 
These support collections are 
first used to supplement the ADC 
grant if the verified "needs" level 
of the recipient are not being met 
The remaining support collections 
are used to reimburse the local, 
state, and Federal Governments 
for their costs in providing ADC.

Third, H R. 3744 would eliminate the tip credit, 
which enables restaurant management to pay leas 
than the minimum wage to employes who receive 
tips Currently, if an employe earns tips equal to at 
least half the minimum wage, these tips are con­ 
sidered part of his cr her income and the employer 
pays the remaining 50 per cent to actual wages 
This system ensures total income to every worker 
at least equal to the minimum wage In practice, the 
31 per cent of foodservice workers who are tipped 
earn about 61 per cent m ire than their nontipped co­ 
workers. 
lf the tip credit is repealed, employers would im­ 
mediately face more than a doubling to labor costs for 
Upped employes that is, loss of the present $1 15 
credit plus the 24 per cent increase over the currant 
minimum wage. 
What would happen? According to the National 
Restaurant Association, some 7000,000 foodservice 
jobs would be lost if restaurant operators cut em­ 
ployment to keep their labor coats constant It says 
the additional wages would cost the industry $3 9 
billion, which could only be met by cutting personnel 
(Mr raising menu prices, or both

Follow ing O rders Create Problem s A t FBI 


Lucky mail recipients these days are reading a 
Homotype letter from former Sen James Buckley of 
New York, Clare Boothe Luce and ex-Nixon-Ford 
Secretary of the Treasury Will ism Somon begging for 
contributions to something called the Citizens’ Legal 
Defense Fund 
Contrary to what the title may 
suggest, this isn't money to ba used to defend citisens, 
but rather dough to be spent on behalf of ex­ 
government employees * FBI - accused of violating 
people s rights by wire tapping and such. 
Several ex agents have been indicated, a fact which 
causes our three prominent letter writers to call for 
"emergency action to stop further erosion of the 
morale and effectiveness of our top law-enforcement 
agency • the Federal Bureau of Investigation." But 
why should the morale of an agent who knows he 
never broke and entered a premise without a search 
warrant sag? As for those agents who did violate the 
law, assurances that they won't be prosecuted will 
make them feel good, but what about our morale? 
What about the morale and effectiveness of the 
people transgressed upon? What about future can­ 
didates for persecution, people with currently un­ 
popular 
opinions 
about 
current 
events? 
The 
knowledge that rich, powerful, well placed persons 
such as these three are collecting money, not merely 
on behalf of the accused, but on behalf of the principle 
of having government agents punish people for their 
opinions, must assuredly have a chilling effect on 
those who might want to speak up and pop off. 
We know, for instance, that FBI agents tried to get 
members of the Socialist Workers Party fired from 


their jobs We know that agents passed on scurrilous 
and defamatory information concerning all sorts of 
people whose politics irritated officialdom, causing 
loss of employment, break up of homes and social 
a 


race. Is the great bureaucratic machine to be 
, in effect, that it will not be held accountable for 
such behavior: 
Buckley-Luce-Simon take the position thql any 
prosecution now of wiretapping, burglary or the Uke 
committed some time ago would amount to switching 
rules and punishing operatives retroactively for sets 
which were legal then and aren t legal now The 
E 
mblem with that line of reasoning is that, unless you 
y former President Nixon’s contention on what’s 
lawful, the persecution of the poUtkaUy unpopular 
was illegal then and is illegal now. 
There was no changing Of the rules in mid-piay, 
only a very belated decision to enforce them James 
McCord, the Watergate imbecile who recruited those 
miserable Cubans, claimed he didn’t know that what 
he was doing was illegal. A college graduate and CIA 
agent for years, and he doesn’t know the Constitution 
says you need a search warrant to enter somebody 
else s house. 
Buckley et a1 suggest that if anything illegal was 
done, then it was done at the behest of higher-ups, not 
the FBI operaUves who may have done it. Of this 
there can be no doubt. Many, many highly placed 
people in government and probably outside of it aided 
and abetted FBI crimes. 
In response to being asked if FBI agents might have 
done these things without the knowledge of their 


superiors, Quinn Tam in. a former assistant FBI 
director, rent ted: 
"Absolutely not ll was impossible in the manner is 
which the FBI is set up ... There is no way that an 
agent of the FBI would undertake a project such as 
this without his immediate superiors . . . knowing 
about it. . . Every time that Mr Hoover went before 
the House Appropriations Committee on off-the- 
record discussion, he told the Committee everything 
that the FBI was doing. He was proud of his black bag 
joba, wiretaps, the information he was getting The 
presidents knew about it.’5 


Oddly enough, it s the fact that the most powerful 
people knew these things were being done and all but 
ordered them to be done, that makes the prosecution 
of the underlings so necessary. Otherwise this to what 
we’re stuck with: While ifs illegal for a President 
Nixon to authorize murder for the national security’s 
sake, ifs legal for his subordinates to execute the 
order to kill someone That’s the Nazis’ Nuremberg 
defense. 
Underlings must be punished for carrying out 
illegal orders. They shouldn’t be punished as severely 
as overlings who are guilty of both originating the 
illegality and using the power of their office to force 
others to become their accomplices. Nevertheless, 
members of the bureaucracy must be supplied with a 
powerful motive for telling the boss, "No, I won t do 
it, because if somebody finds out about it my butt to to 
a sling and I’m up for losing my pension and parking 
place ”
